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3» As NICQLA vas eager to discuss politica! problema of the Rumâni an 
esdgration and as UNISON, on the one hand, figured that by appearing to 
be intereated in theae problema he vould aroid suspicion for other acti- 
vities, and, in the other hand» had been irritated by the la te st articles 
publiehed In the PATRIA (by NUCULA and GHEORCHE), he allcwed hlmsalf to 
be led into the discuasion* 

NICOLAE imediately plunged into a long tirade, saying in essence 

that: 

a* ^e could not underatand why General RADESCUhad been sidetracked. 

b. He could not comprehend why King MICHAEL had alloved himself 
to be prompted by royal household advieers to make such ndatakes as 
endorsing RADESCU’ s side^tracking 

d. If King MICHAEL did not t&ke into consideration tbe t ronda of public 
opinion both araong the rofugees and in Rumâni a, he underndned hi 6 ovn 
position wbich vould ultimately lead to the deatruction of the throne. 
Information reaching Germany from Rumatda shoved that the whole country 
supported the King and RADESCU. 

e. The mi s-management of the Rumâni an fund by VI SOIA NU And CRETZIANU 
had caused a public scandal which could no longer be tolerated. • •

NICOLA added that it is being used up exclusively by VISOIANU and 
CRETZIANU who consistently re fuse to see the needs of the Rumanlan e*i- 
gr ante and to consider distrlbuting aid. RADESCU, ACCOfcâitt$ to HI*, HAD 
dona his beat to help, with whatever sume he could lay his hands on, 
and had aasisted groups of e*igrants, but the other tvo men had consis- 
tent ly tumed a deaf ear to all requests for aid, regardless of their 
urgency. 

lu In ansver to whatd 33 considered aberrations, he told NICOLA thatt 

He had read the last isaue of PATRIA vhlch reflected almost every- 
thing that NICOLA had siid. He had been appalled especially by the 
palnful anti -aonarchi c attitude of a former Rumâni an general who had 
been a Naşi cdllaborationist, who had attacked RADESCU bitterly and who 
preserrtly, surrounded by a handful of totally isolated and unknown persons, 
claimed to exprese a current of opinion. To CZ _ J knowledge, the Infor- 
mation which NICOLA claimed to have received front Rumania was not true. 

It vas conenon knowledge that RADESCU^ populari ty in Rpmania was slight 
in compari son with that ccraaanded by MICHAEL and if the people the re 
knew that ladescu was oppoeing MICHAEL and was trying to build himself up 
against MICHAEL, that slight populari ty would instantly turn into wrath. 
r~ 3 thought that all Runanlan refugees who vrere real patriote should 
eupport King MICHAEL and the Rumâni an National Comnittee, insted of pro- 
viding the Western Powe s with a disgusting spectacle of di suni ty, 
caused by base individual ambiţiona, interests and alms . 

The PATRIA ahd proved to be irresponsible, biased, unpatriotic and 
to lack any documentat! on in attacking the Armlstice and those who had 
conclude d it, the Western All Ies iraplicltely and even directlyl in attacking 
RADESCU, the Rumâni an National Conmittee, the KLng, besides the real 
foes, i. e. the Legionarles. 

Lately, all of a duâden, the PATRIA had decided to support RADESCU, 
not because of any principie s invoived, but merely because he had pronii sed 
lt s upport. He reminded NICOLA that not too long ago, General GHEORGHE 
considered RADESCU a "good for nothing" (secătură), "the man who in 
hi 8 army oareer could eam nothing and whatever he got was given hi* by 
proces verbal," "a senile old raan who had been promoted to a Lt. Gen- 
eralcy twenty years after he had been pensioned off fron the anay (ex 
officio, " etc. This was the man, according to GHEORGHE 1 s ovn words, 
whom GHEORGHE suddenly supported to head the Runanlan National Conmittee, 
against the Klng f s recoramendations, after he had possiblw proved to be 
inept for that position, / 
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
